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Advertising, Promotion And 
Standardization Prescribed 
For Apple Industry By Hauser 


“ The plight of the apple grow­ 
e r” was discussed by John A. 
Hauser, president of the C. H. 
Musselman Company, Biglerville, 
rn an address he delivered today 
in Seattle, Wash., at the annual 
convention 
of the International 
Apple Association. 
Mr. Hauser concludes a year 
as president of the IAA at the 
annual sessions which opened and 
will continue through Wednesday 
at the Hotel Olympia at Seattle. 
President Hauser urged upon 
the convention the importance of 
advertising, promotion and stand­ 
ardization 
in 
solving 
problems 
currently faced by the apple grow 
mg industry in the United States. 


Too Little Action 
His address follows in part: 
“ Predictions are made as to the 
•ize of the coming crop; cold 
storage holdings are listed; ef 
fects of weather variables in all 
apple producing areas are care­ 
fully 
checked 
and 
evaluated; 
carryover* 
are 
mulled 
over 
Everyone talks about it but, just 
af in highway safety, too few do 
anything really concrete about it. 
“ Th£ crop comes on, larger 
than the previous years; prices 
are down and everyone is unhap­ 
py. Then come the endless re 
criminations 
and 
finally 
there 
emerges the urge to do better 
next year. Unfortunately, as in 
highway safety, each year is no 
better than the last one—some­ 
times worse. 
“ Authorities on highway safety 
Insist that until the public be­ 
comes really genuinely aroused 
to the point of wholehearted ac­ 
tion there can lie no improve­ 
ment 
in 
the 
accident 
trend. 
JDoesn’t this apply to apple grow­ 
ers? When will we cease the re­ 
criminations and become suffi- 
cietly arounsed to do something 
about it? And if we were to gen­ 
uinely go into action, what would 
be the procedure? 
Three-fold Answer 
Well, there are patterns to fol­ 
low all around us. Look at the 
success story of the citrus in­ 
dustry, of our great American in­ 
dustries, whatever their line. You 
know the key words only too well: 
advertising and promotion. And I 
hasten to add another: standardi­ 
zation. The two go hand in hand. 
Promotion of a product will not 
hold for long if the product is in­ 
ferior. Consistent top quality can 
be insured only through some form 
of standardization. 
“ When I speak of promotion for 
apples and apple products I refer 
lo lop*flight advertising by the 
best brains in the country—the 
r

type that costs too much money 
but which has proven to be, in the 
end, the push that has made a 
product really successful. I recog­ 
nize that the apple industry so 
widely scattered, actually from 
coast to coast, the problems of 
promotion are infinitely more com­ 
plex than, for instance, those of

Continuing Conference Of 
Foreign Ministers Proposed 
By West Today At Geneva 


GENEVA C\P> — In an effort 
to find a way to end the Berlin 
crisic, the West propo.>ed to Russia 
today the creation of a continuing 
conference of foreign ministers, 
with East and West Germ an ad­ 
visers, 
to negotiate 
peace settlement. 
U.S. Secretary of State Chris­ 
tian A. Heller presented the West­

OF POST FAME 
IS DEAD AT 83 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Eugene 
Meyer, who took over a bankrupt 
newspaper and built it into one of 
the not ion’s finest, is dead at 83. 
Meyer bought the Washington 
Post for $825,000 in 1933 at a time 
when many men would be think­ 
ing of retiring. At 57, he had be­ 
hind him a successful career as a 
banker and long service in im­ 
portant government pads under 
e\ery president since Woodrow 
Wilson. 
The Past was in receivership. 
It was in the depth of the depres­ 
sion. Circulation was down to 
50,000. 


Revived Post 
Mover was a Republican. But 
he announced in a front page 
statement that the Post would be 
fair and unbiased in its news 
columns and that its editorial 
page would be strictly independ­ 
ent. 
Under his direction the Past 
slowly gained back readers and 
influence. By 1954 circulation was 
near 200.000. Then the Past bought 
the Times Herald, Washington's 
other morning newspaper. It now 
has a daily circulation of 393,000 
and a Sunday circulation of more 
than 446.000. 
Meyer died Friday at George 


Washington University hospital of 
cancer and a heart ailment. 
Served Country 
Meyer was born in Los Angeles, 
the son of an immigrant from 
Alsace, France. 
He followed his father Into a 
banking career with the firm of 
Lazard Freres. In 1901 he formed 
his own banking firm, Eugene 
Meyer Jr & Co. 
During World War I he came to 
Washington and served with the 
Council of National Defense and 
the War Industries Board. 
Irater he was with the War Fi­ 
nance Corp., the Federal Farm 
Loan Board, was the first chair 
man of the Reconstruction Fi 
nance Corp., and was a governor 
of the Federal Reserve Board.
